That jt is the
sure refuge of a scoundrel cannot very well,
in view of the events of a few weeks past, be
denied.

It ig an nnguestionabls fact that ths nomi.
nation to three important geats (we will speak
of no more to-day) in the highest legislative
body of the land has, during these few weeks
past, been lodged absolutely in the control of
the representatives of the party which has
londl{ and persistently proclaimed itzelf to be
espevially and exclusively the party of
“‘patriotism’ in this conutry. It I8 equally
an unquestionable fact that each of thoass seats
has been filled by men of whom no. party can
accept the leacership withont diseredit, andin
a manner and by means which are calonlated
to bring the operation of republican imstitn-
tions imto disreputs throughout the world.
The Senatorial elections in Pennsylvania and
in Miohigan, the Senatorial nomination in New

York, are eminently—and for the matter of
that, avowedly—eleotions and a nomination
“‘pot fit to be made.'" Why, then, have they
been made! They huve besn made by money
and for money. They have Leen made by
almoat open corraption of the State Legisia-
tures from which they were purchased, and
they have been ‘made for the purpose of
geouring facile and available tools in the
Federal Legislature, alrendy debaunched,
which their resulta are stlll farther to
debauch.

The Alabama Pretecol=The Case Before
the Senate,
From the N, ¥. Times,

The long diplomatio struggle over the Ala-
bama claims is substantally ended, Lord
Clarendon and Minister Johnson have agreed
npon and signed, in belinlf of their respective
Glovernments, & convention for the sgettlement
of all ¢laims ariging between the two Govern-
ments since the treaty of 18558: this conven-
tion 18 on its way across the ocean; and mean-
while a telegraphed copy has been forwarded
by the President to the Senate for considera-
tion. If approved by that body, the formal
ratifications will bs promptly exchanged, and
the treaty of settlemont will become binding
and fioal.

It is not too much to say that, npon the
whole, the terms of the protocol are emi-
nently favorable to the United Btatez. Not
only are they based npon the original inatruc-
tions delivered to Mr. Reverdy Johnson as
representing the demands of his Government,
but they contain all those amendments (or
counter-propositions) made by Mr, SBaward to
the protocol diawn up and sigued in Novem-
ber by Lord Stanley and Minister Johnson. In
other words, every material point made by
the Department of Btate has been conceded
gubstantially in the form in which it was sub-
mitted.

The Clarendon-Johnson Convention provides
inthe first place for a mixed commiasion to
gettle all olaimws, in place of the foreign arbi-
tration originally proposed by Lord Stanlay.
A foreign arbiter conld in apy case have get-
tled the general question of liability in the
Alabama claims, leaving that of specific dam-
ages still to go before a joipt comwmission. Mr,
Beward’s proposition that bolh queations
should go befors the same tribunal is now
substantially acceded to,

In the next Ylmm, the convention embraces
in it gcope all claims which have been pre-
gented to either Government for its interposi-
tion with the other gince the treaty of 1558 —a

rovision of mutual advantage, as settling or

arring all outlying claims in the past and
giving & olean slate for the future. In like
manner the Convention of '65 between Lord
Ruseell and J. R. logercoll stretched back
over all upsettled claims betwesn that and the
treaty of Glent, signed in 1514 —bat mno
farther. The year 150! will thus be a start-
ing-point for the next claims’ treaty of the
fature. However, Mr. Beward has carried, it
seews, after much difficnlty, two important
exclusory provigions, whereof the first excepts
from the jurisdiction of the commission all
olaims already finally decided by the Admi-
ralty conrts, while the other excepts all olaims,
growing ont of the war, of DBritish subjeots
who canuot prove their neutrality to the satis-
faotion of the commisgion. He has also sno-
cegsfully enforced his olijection to the classifi-
cation of elaims made in the November proto-
col, and has proonred that the Alabawma claims
ghall go under the same head with all others,
and be put in the same class.

The next main point carried by our Govern-
ment relates to the decisions of the joint com-
misgion. This body, as is now well kuown, is
to consist of four persons, two appointed by
each Government. The November protocol
reguired an unanimouns decision to snbstan-
tinte the Alabama and Shenandoah claims,
but only & majority decision for the others,
This, of vourse, could not be agreed to. The
State Department demanded that the same
rule shonld apply to all claims; and it further
gnbmitted that a majority decision should be
suflicient foreach case. This, with reluctance,
was conceded.

Next came the qunestisn of providing for the
vase of a tie vote. The Depariment of State
wade the condition, as against theNovember
protocol, that the selection of the arbiter by
the two Giovernments in snch a case shonld
be subject to the ratification of the Sanate;
and this is now sagreed to. Howaver, if this
lagt is not done within six months after a oase
is go reported, each party in the commission
gelects the name of an arbiter, and the deci-
sion I8 made by lot., We need hardly add
that the great question involving this point is
most likely to be, whether her Majesty’s Gov-
ernment is liable at all for the Alabama’s es-
cape and depredations, Thut settled, all the
rest is plainer salliog.

As to the minor poiuts of the protovol—the
time of filing, deciding, aud paying claims,
the expenses of the commission, the agree-
ment for fair and floal declsion, and what not
—these details are common to all similar
diplomatic dooumenis, and call for no com-
ment just now.

Taking all these concessions, together with
the obange of plau of sitting from London to
Washivgton, our Government has reason to
be well satisfied. upon the whole, with its
persistent aciion in  this hotly-contestsd
diplomatic sbruggle, Withont geeking to fore-
cast the action of the Benate, itds yel clear
that the protracted controversy ia well-nigh
over. That suy other than a peaceful solu-

tion could come of It has been, of course, at
least ginge the sumwer of 15065, praposterous.
Nevertheless, snch were the questions of na-
tional pungtilio iuvolved, that we may ba very
well content that the long-drawn aflalr is prac-
lically ended.

The conference which for some days past
has been in session in Paris closed its sittings
on Monday, and the Tarkish Ambassador hiss
received instructions to sign the protocol
sgreed upon by the conference. Our cable
telegrams state that the bellef was gensral in
Paris that (ireece would not reject the terms
of settlement. Moreover, it will be ssen that
the I_uuparur ngoluon. in his address at the
Opening of the Frenoh Legislature on Monday
refers 19 the satsfactory and peacefal gonclu.
slon of the dellberations of the conferencs.
Thus, for & time at least, we have a promise
of the preservation of the peace of Kurops.

tion of peace, If only tomporary, must ba re-
garded as a positive gain. It desarves to be
noticed, bhowever, in connection with this
matter, that whils peace was the aim of the
oonference, the powers repressnted seomed
apecinlly @esirous to avoid committing them-
selves to & war polioy in the event of the par-
ties st varlanoe reiusing to follow ont their
recommendations. Tue ballying propensity
was less manifest than & was wont to he on
the part of the great powers. This, too, is a
galp; for it enconrages the hops that the time
18 coming when expeosive wars will be stondi
onely avoided, and when difforences betwaen
nations will be settled by reason and argo-
ment rather than by the sword and tue ballet.

At the sama time we oannot olosa our eves
to the fact that the BEastern questi®n, as we
&re in the habit of naming it, muat besoms
more and more a source of tronbles to Enropa
The Ottoman power is a8 muoh an exotic on
the Kuropean gide of the Bosphorus in the
nineteenth as it was in the (iftesnth century,
For four bundred years the Moslems have
mled in the oity of Constantine and baeen
masters of the empire of which Constantine
may be said to bave been the founder, But
while the Slaves, the Roumans, and the
Greeks have submitted to the suthority of
their mew wasters, thay bave clung tena-
clonely to thelr avclent faith and maiotained
the characteristio of thyir respective races. Tha
lips which separates the original races from the
Turks is not, perhaps, so bioad or so sharply
defined as it onee was; but it is broad enongh
aud sharp enough to convinve the most scap
tical that final amalgamntion is impoasible.
After well-nigh five hundred years’ rals in
Europe, it hias gtill to be admitted that there
are twelve milliovs of Christians to five mil-
lionz of Mussnlmen. The Rayahs, as the
Greeks of Tarkey are named, diffsr in nething
from the Hellene Greeks of the kingdom but
in thia, that the former are the subjects of the
Suitan and the latter are the subjacts of Kiog
George. The Slavie races betwaen the Balkan
aud the line of the Danabe, though thay apeak
in other tongues than that of Graece, have
been as little inflnenced by Tarkish ascend-
auoy as their Ronman and Greclan neighbors,
The Turk is known to ba the raler; but in no
part of European Turkey is the raler
loved, or does the balisf exist that
Lis rule eghall be permavent. Four hundred
years’ experience has uot convinead any of
the Kaoropean races now within the bodunds of
the Tarkish Empire that a Christian should be
governed by a Mussalman. The love of life
in the geperal cuse i2 stropger than the love of
country, the love of race, or the love of reli-
gion; but all over Enropean Turkey a batter
time is locked for and anxionsly awaited,
when the love of life shall be compatible with
all the other pobler instinots of hnmanity. It
does not follow, from anything we have said,
that Tarkish rale is necessarily bad. It only
follows that it is the rode of the stranger, and
that to that role time has not reconcilad the
goverped,

These faots are not unknown to the govern-
ments of Eorope, In London, in Paris, in
Vienna, at Berlin, at St. Petersburg, it is
known aund understood that the continumed
integrity of the Uttoman empire in Karope is
an impossibility. They know that no assist-
anos from without, no treaties, no armed in-
terferencs can save it loog from internal col-
lapee. They see that the Christisn elements
of the population are bei.g stirred up; that
they are waking (rom a long sleep and reveal-
ing eome newness of life; and that time only
is required to wake them masters of the
sitnation. Bat the governments of Lurope
| cannot see beyond the deluge. The Muassul-
man power destroyed, what is to follow?
This uo one can answer. Rossia is as am-
bitious as ever to sit enthroped im Con-
stantinople and to “water her lorses along
the Hellespont:’’ but to this the Western
powers will mever oconsent, There ia
smaller objection to the enlargement of the
Gireek kingdom, bt the kingdom is not yet
ripe for any egnch eunlargement. The time,
however, may come, and may coms soon,
when & South Slavonio empire along the lins
of the Danube, aud & (ireek kingdom, stretch-
ing morth ns far as the Balkan, and east as
far ag the Dardanelles, will reconcile Earope
generally to the downfall of the Moslem em-
pire. That time, however, is not yst. In-
trigue, therefore, is busy, and deceit iz svery-
where. The Western powers are jealous of
Russia, and Russia is impatient of their re-
gistance. Ruseia has acquired a new power
in Asia which makes G(vreat Britain more
fearful than ever, Another Crimean war
would place India in jeopardy. It will not
surprise us to learn that the fresh diflivalty
between Persia and Tarkey ia the result of
Rugsian intvigue. In spite, hewever, of all
appearance to the contrary, we are willing
to believe that the result of the Paris Con-
ference will prove the means of preserving
peace for the preseut, and that the final ast-
tlement of the Eastern question will be post-
poned for at least another decade.
